Medical heard 
Asks Ouster of

Declares Him Guilty of 
Unethical Conduct in 
Bollinger Case. 


WROTE FOR A PAPER 


Dr. H. J, Haiseiden, who refused to per- 
form an operation on the deformed Bol- 
linger baby to save its life, was declared 
guilty of unethical behavior by the eth- 
ical relations committee of the Chicago 
Medical society. The committee recom- 
mended Dr. Haiselden’s expulsion from 
the society at the meeting of the execu- 
tive council of the organization at the 
Hotel Sherman last night. 

No action was taken by the council. It 
offered an opportunity to Dr. Haiselden 
to appeal to the entire council at its next 
meeting on Jan. 11. Dr. Haiselden said 
he would appeal. The substance of the 
charge on which the nding was made 
was that Haiselden had been exploiting 
himself in a series of articles printed in 
a Chicago afternoon paper. ’ 

In addition there was a charge of ex- 
ploitation of his relation to the Bollinger 
case in moving picture films.

LONDON, Dee; 15, 2:30 a. m.—The sit- 
ting of the reichstag ‘at Berlin today was 
a stormy one, owing to the refusal of the 
government to answer questions put by 
Dr. Liebknecht, the Socialist deputy. 

Dr. Liebknecht demanded to know 
whether the government was prepared by 
the regulation of production and confisca- 
tion to bring about uniform distribution 
of foodstuffs, and whether it intended to 
make a gerious beginning looking to the 
reorganization of the internal political 
régime during the course of the present 
session. 

The president of the chamber, accord- 
ing to an Amsterdam dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram company, refused to allow a 
number of supplementary questions sub- 
mitted by Dr. Liebknecht, whose protests 
were drowned in the applause and general 
commotion. 


War Material Published, 

Dr. Liebknecht, among other questions, 
wanted to know whether the government 
was prepared to publish official material 
concerning “ the origin of the world war, 
especially relating to the diplomatic pre- 
liminary history of the Austrian ulti- 
matum to Serbia, including the official 
and semi-official negotiations between the 
German and Austrian governments since 
the Sarayevo assassination, and the pre- 
liminary History of the breath of Luxem- 
burg’s and Belgium's neutrality. _. 

He inquired also whether the govern- 
ment would appoint a committee to In- 
vestigate these matters. 


Foes Will Be Punished. 

The German secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, Herr von Jagow, replied that such 
diplomatic material had already been 
published and would continue to be pub- 
lished as was found necessary, but the 
government opposed the demand for a 
committee of investigation. He added: 

“ The responsibility and atonement will 
fall only upon our adverearies.”’ 

The house displayed the greatest indig- 
nation at Dr. Liebknecht’s persistency in 
putting supplementary questions, and 
finally the president cut short further

FORMER CHIEF

Finds Veteran Police Head

SEERS BRING HIS FALL, 


John J. Halpin is guilty. 

The one time master of the Chicago de- 
tective bureau and most powerful police 
potentate the city 4as known in many 
years looked throuch the gloom of the 
courtroom last night and saw the gray 
walls of Joliet before him—convicted of 
bribery and conspiracy to defeat the ends 
of justice. 

For more than five hours the jury de- 
liberated. It was not a matter oPguilt or 
Innocence with the jurors. But there 
were those who sought a light punishment 
for the strongest “ higher-up ” since In- 
spector McCann. And this sentiment is 
best expressed in the eight secret ballots 
taken, details of which were obtained by 
Tux TRIBUNE. 

Jury Asks About 

When the jury brought in its verdict 
Foreman Frederick B. Rozienne esked 
Judge Baldwin if the jury should &= the

Eighth Ballot Unanimous.

The jurors retired to deliberate at 3 
o'clock. They returned to the courtroom 
at 8:20 with the verdict.

Halpin sat as undis- 
turbed as he has been throughout the 
trial. The gray of his face was a little 
deeper, perhaps, but he gave no outward 
sign. 

No Trace of Emotion. 

“ Guilty,” wae the inding pronounced 
by the foreman. Halpin bowed his head 
slightly. 

The man, convicted as the boss of Chi- 
cago crookdom, gave no heed to any- 
thing exeept the business in hand. The 
long and wearisome trial wherein he has 
fought the charge that he received $500 
“protection” money from “ Barney” 
Bertsche, go-between of the police and 
crooks: where he has listened to the 
“squeals” of James and Frank Ryan, 
the clairvoyants, who turned state’s evi- 
dence to send their former protector to 
prison, seemed to mean nothing. Already 
he was working again for freedom. 

One Note of Pathos, 

There was one little pathetic note in bis 
whole demeanor.

In the affidavit the nameof Franz Bopp, 
German consu} at San Francisco, figures 
prominently. 

These persone appeared today for ar- 
raignment on the two counts of each in- 
dictment and were released on bonds of 
$10,000 each. 

The indictments charged conspiracy to 
interfere with and destroy commerce 
with the alHes and use of the mails, to in- 
cite arson, murder, and assassination. 


The Affidavit. 
The Van Koolbergen affidavit follows: 
"My name is Johannes Henrykus Van 
Koolbergen, my occupation is civil engi- 
neer, I live in Mill Valley, Marin county,

~To understand the reasons for the ac- 
tivities against and for preparedness and 
for the different kinds of prepared- 
ness, it is necessary to know the motives 
actuating the parties concerned. 

So far these parties might be called the 
anti-militarist; that of the politicians 
which includes those interested In the 
‘pork barrel’; ‘the party of the chiefs 
ot the various staff corps and depart- 
ments, and the party of the genera! staff. 

No explanation is necessary of the mo- 
tives of the anti-militearists. They are 
against preparation of any kind and will 
fight it openly. The most dangerous ene- 
mies to real preparedness are those who 
while claiming that they believe in and 
will work for adequate defense, really be- 
lieve in and will work for something con- 
siderably less. This either because un- 
willing to face the truth of what adequate 
defense means or because proposing to 
take advantage of the demand for de- 
fense which seems at the present time to 
permeate the country. 


Seek to Convince Public. 
There are many who are seeking some 
means of persuading the people that ade- 
quate defense will be had if their plans 
are followed when the contrary is true. 
The administration’s plan comes under 
this head, in that it fails to provide suffi- 
cient regular troops and puts its trust in 
a continental army which could not pos- 
sibly be efficient if organized and prob- 
ably could never come into existence, 
The pork barre] congressmen and sena- 
tors, who up to the present have used 
the army and navy for the same kind of 
trading as they have used the rivers and 
harbor improvements and public build- 
ings, are interested in preventing the

greatest care is exercised undue advan- 
tage will be taken by interested persons, 
with the result that the nation will pay 
many times the value of what is received. 
The question, of the chiefs of staff, 
corps, and departments is simply the one 
of human beings who have power, not 
wishing to give it up. Until the forma- 
tion of the general staff these corps had 
practically complete control of not only 
their own affairs but also of their rela- 
» tionship with the line of the army, which 
consists of the fighting branches. 


Corps Had Strong Powers, 
Their power was so great that no one in 
the army could really compel a codrdina- 
tion of their efforts. The fighting 
branches, instead of being able to make 
these auxiliary corps and departments 
give them what they wanted in the way 
of supplies and equipment, had’ to take 
what the corps and departments saw fit 
to give them. 

The secretary of war was practically 
thé only person connected with the army 
who could in any way compel their obe- 
dietice. As the line of the army has no 
political power and as the secretary of 
‘war ie generally a eivilian and more or 
less of a politician, and as the appropria- 
tions mhade by congress for the army are 
spent by these corps and departments, 
they naturally have political influence, 
both in congress and .n the communities 
in which the money is spent. 

The natural result is that the secretary 
of war generally sides with them rather 
than with the lineofthearmy. Mr. Root, 
in order to remedy this conditjon and to 
bring about coirdination with conse- 
quent efficiency and the cutting down of 
expense which such efficiency always 
brings, recommended the formation of 
the general staff. . 
Opposed to General Staff. 
This curtailed the power of these corps 
and departments, with the result that 
ever since they have fought the general 
staff. In this fight they naturally are 
inclined to side with those congressmen 
who are also against the general staff. 
As it is the businees of the gencral 
staff to work out the best scheme of de- 
fense from a purely military point of 
view, founded on a careful study of the 
situation, they naturally reached con- 
clusions which, if carried out, will on 
the whole insure the maximum efficiency 
for the minimum expenditure. 
This brings them in opposition to the 
congressmen and senators most inter- 
ested in “ pork,’ who therefore are only 
too eager to support the enemies of the 
general staff, particularly in the army. 
As a result they can be counted upon to 
back the staff corps and departments in 
their fight against the general staff.

Governor Pardons Prisoner for 16

Daniel Driscoll, “ trustiest of the trus- 


ties,” first to wear the honor button at) 
Joliet and confidential clerk to three |’ 


wardens—a lifer with a residence of six- 


teen years in prison—will get a Christmas | 


present on Dec. 24. It is called freedom. 

Driscoll was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in 1899 for the murder of Robert 
Walsh, a Chicago real estate owner. He 
was a janitor in Walsh's hall at Milwau- 
kee avenue and Robey street, and had 
been discharged by Walsh, who accused 
him of too frequent tippling. It was said 
Driscoll slew while under the influence 
of liquor and laboring under a mistaken 
idea of revenge. 

Driscoll did not hear of the pardon until 
late in the afternoon. He had been in 
Joliet on a shopping mission as guardian 
for Warden Zimmer's daughter. When 
he returned from putting up the horse 
and sleigh he was handed this telegram 
from Attorney General P. J. Lucey: 

“Dan, I congratulate you. Gov. Dunne 
signed your pardon today, to take effect 
Dec. 24. God speed you.” : 

‘Driscoll will be. in Chicago for Christ- 
mas eve. His family still is intact, and 
his sons hold good positions here. He will 
be given a “ sendoff’’ by the merchants 
of Joliet when he leaves.
